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“For yourselves, brethren, know our entrance in unto you, that it 
was not in vain: But even after that we had suffered before, 
and were shamefully entreated, as ye know, at Philippi, we 
were bold in our God to speak unto you the Gospel of God 
with much contention. For our exhortation wa3 not of deceit, 
nor of uncleanness, nor in guile: But as we were allowed of 
God to be put in trust with the Gospel, even so we speak; 
not as pleasing men, but God, which trieth our hearts.”—1 
Thess. 2: I-4. 


ERE again the Word of God gives us another admonition 

of the difference between God’s ways and our ways. 

The fact that we minister to all sorts of people, and 

of all denominations, enables us, as the physician in a hospital, 

to come into touch with all sorts of sores and sickness. And we 

conclude that there is more decay in our spiritual body than 

many suspect. There is spiritual unrest, lack of power and of 

energy everywhere. There is a commonly acknowledged fact, 

that in the present time “every church does well if it can keep 
up with its own.” 

Dear reader, does God forget His own, or Goes His power 
come to an end? No; there must be some other reason. And 
that is no other than that the great lesson is given, over and 
over again, and we are not profiting by it, because “there is no 
one that thinketh in his heart.” When man thought himself so 
powerful as to be able to become as great as God, he found him- 
self naked and powerless. “As it was in the beginning, is now 
and ever shall be.” Individuals, as well as churches, will plan 
by themselves regardless of God’s way, and there they fall. We 
need to transform our minds in the knowledge of God. That 
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means not to conform with this world. The people are keeping 
out the Spirit of God from the management of His Church; 
and they try to conduct it in a more business-like way. And there- 
fore they fail. We would be surprised if they succeeded. Even 
in the qualification of the minister, they do not look for a man 
approved of God and by Him intrusted with the Gospel, without 
error, wncleanness or guile, who is able by personal experience 
to testify of the grace of God and the power of the Gospel unto 
salvation. But they look for a man who can say nice things, 
pleasing to the ear. Let us pray for the man who will preach 
the Gospel not as pleasing to man, but to God; and for the 
people who do not go after vain philosophies, nor vain words, 
but who receive the Word as a message from God. Then we 
shall find that Jesus and the power of His Gospel is the same 
yesterday, to-day and forever, and then the Lord will be gracious 
unto us, fulfilling His promises in Jeremiah 3: 15: “And I will 
give you pastors according to mine heart which shall feed you 
with knowledge and understanding.”

A Tribute to the Greatest Book 

Referring to the Bible the following was printed in a 
Roman Catholic journal: “The Bible is a deathless Book 
because it rises above the fluctuations of time and place, and 
because it meets the needs and satisfies the aspirations of 
humanity. It is suited to every age and rank and state. It 
tells the monarch that he is but the servant of a higher 
Monarch, and it assures the peasant that he is a child of 
the Most High. It has a voice of majesty for the proud, 
a voice of encouragement for the diffident, a voice of tender- 
ness for the afflicted, and a voice of hope for the despondent.” 
This is a true tribute to the greatest Book in the world, and if 
the Roman Catholic Church believes this statement, it is mar- 
vellous it does not form a Bible society in order to circulate 
the Holy Scriptures among its people as the Protestant Bible 
societies do. 


The Lutheran Church in Rome 


The project for the building of a great Lutheran church 
in the city of Rome by the Lutherans of Germany, and par- 
ticularly those of Saxony, has progressed to such a point 
that the building is assured. The cities with which Luther’s 
name has been specially associated, in addition to the money 
gifts of their people, have pledged memorials for the decora- 
tion and furnishing of the church. The work of gathering 
funds has been energetic and enthusiastic, and has been 
largely due to the unfailing enthusiasm of the woman’s 
league, the great dream of which has been the establishing 
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of a Lutheran church in the stronghold of Catholicism. It is 
this attitude, and the magnificence of the proposed structure, 
that make it a church apart from the other foreign churches 
in the Eternal City, and that is said to be causing not a 
little smothered resentment on the part of the Roman 
Catholics. 


** Just a Plain Italian’’ 

Roman Catholics take every opportunity to deceive the 
uninformed into the belief that the United States has some 
official relations with the Vatican, says the “Journal and 
Messenger.” Several daily papers chronicle the fact that a 
Papal delegate has arrived at Washington, leaving the 
reader to imagine that he will have some relation to our 
Government. Now, this country receives almost anybody— 
thousands of Italian criminals; and there is nothing to pre- 
vent the Pope sending over all the representatives he desires; 
but none of them are received by this Government in any official 
capacity. The Catholics try to make people believe that 
a Papal delegate is something like an ambassador from a 
recognized nation. He is just a plain Italian, who, like other 
foreigners, is permitted to live in Washington or anywhere 
else he likes, and will receive the protection of our laws. 
No doubt he will be very useful to the Pope as a spy; but 
then we have Japanese spies in plenty, and probably a good 
many from Russia. 


Dismissed for Parading May 4th 

Father Joseph H. McMahon, rector of the Church of Our 
Lady of Lourdes, West 142d Street and Convent Avenue, this 
city, preached in his church, May 31st, a strong sermon for 
woman suffrage and equal pay. The sermon aroused much in- 
terest among suffrage workers on account of the action of Father 
Matthew A. Taylor, of the Church of the Blessed Sacrament, 
71st Street and Broadway, who dismissed a young woman teacher 
—Miss Aimee Hutchinson—from his parochial school because, not 
knowing that he would object, she marched in the big suffrage

parade of May 4th. Father McMahon said that any one reading 
opposition to the franchise for women in the doctrines of the 
Church is not well informed in regard to them. The Church, 
he said, had always stood for the betterment of women, for as 
early as the fourteenth century women had voted on equal terms 
with men, and there is nothing unwomanly in it now. 


Charity in the Furnace 


“The Orphan,” the annual publication issued for the benefit 
of the Catholic orphans and of the aged poor at Ogdensburg, 
N. Y., of which the writer had once the honor of being its 
editor, has made its appearance, says the “Church Protest,” 
Malone, N. Y., for April. Some priests have, no doubt, again 
thrown their package of these pleading papers, which the pas- 
tors are expected to give out to their parishioners, into the fur- 
nace. Great Catholic charity! But these priests are all well 
promoted and well fixed. But they don’t believe in this kind 
of charity. What do they believe in? “The Orphan” sold for 
twenty-five cents, admitting also to membership in “St. Joseph’s 
Union,” nets the poor nuns and their charges, which is also 
one of their main sources of income, about eight hundred dol- 
lars a year. The priests of the diocese get about twenty thou- 
sand dollars for their Easter collection, of which Father Conroy 
alone gets one thousand, their own personal perquisite. Poor 
men! In some dioceses this collection goes to the charitable 
institutions. 

When the Vicar-Generals of the diocese were bending all their 
efforts last fall to raise a purse and to purchase an automobile 
for the bishop, on the occasion of his jubilee celebration, the 
sisters at Ogdensburg issued a circular at the same time beg- 
ging for contributions for the Orphan Asylum and Home for 
the Aged Poor. They stated that their treasury was nearly 
empty, that the winter was approaching and that they knew not 
where to look for bread and fuel for the institution. “The 
little ones cry for bread and there is no one to break it to 
them.” Why didn’t they look to the bishop, the father of the 
flock, and to his mighty Vicar-General? Great indeed is the 
charity of the Catholic Church in Northern New York! 
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What the Bible Really Does 


Cardinal Wiseman once complained that all cases he had 
known of a Roman Catholic becoming a Protestant were due 
to the same cause, the reading of the Bible, says the “Weekly 
Alliance,” April 20, 1912. “This history in every single case 
is ‘simply this: that the individual . . . became possessed 

of the Bible. . . . He perhaps goes to the priest 
and tells him that he cannot find the doctrines (of Rome) in 
the Bible. His priest argues with him, and endeavors to con- 
vince him that he should shut up the book that is leading him 
astray; he perseveres . . . and becomes a Protestant.” 

No honest reader of the Bible can for one moment subscribe 
to the assumptions of Romanism. The Book says, “There is 
one Mediator” (not many, nor Mary) “between God and man, 
the Man Christ Jesus, who gave Himself a ransom for all’; 
and gave Himself “one for all,” and not as Rome teaches in 
the Eucharist, He is still being offered. 

It can be said of the above quotation that “In this passage the 
Roman Catholic Cardinal himself shows that Catholicism sets 
up another authority over against the mind of Christ as it is in 
Scripture, and that authority is the priest. The ways in which 
Romanism has departed from New Testament religion are num- 
berless—we have but to recall transubstantiation, purgatory, 
Papal infallibility, mariolatry, among many other heresies; but 
at the root of them all lies this mighty perversion of the mind of 
Christ, which gives to the ordained priest powers by which he 
becomes a necessary mediator between God and man. Cath- 
olicism, whether Roman or Anglican, insists that there are two 
sorts of Christians—those who are the specially appointed chan- 
nels of God’s grace (the priests), and those who can only re- 
ceive this grace by means of the priests (the laity). Catholi- 
cism teaches that God acts in this way, and that the priests are 
His sole agents. The New Testament, on the contrary, teaches 
that all men are alike before God, and He is ready and willing 


to supply grace according to need to any soul coming to Him. 
It was when Luther realized this, and saw that we are justified 
by faith, and not by the favor of priests, that Protestantism 
sprang mighty and armed into being.” 
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A PALM SUNDAY ON MT. LEBANON.

HE sun was just peeping over the foot-hills of Lebanon, 
Syria, when from the square belfries of a number of 
small, flat-roofed stone churches the summons to early 

mass pealed forth, echoing up and down the narrow valley. 
It was a feast-day Sabbath of the Greek Church, and 
mothers and children in the mountain villages had been up 
since dawn preparing for the morning service. Every little 
brown face had been scrubbed with olive soap and cold water 
until it shone with satiny lustre, and the still browner hands 
and feet had been subjected to the same unwonted process, 
for this was ’Eed esh Sha’neenie, a feast of flowering 
branches, or what we know as Palm Sunday. Every child 
goes to church this morning, if to no other service through- 
out the year, and so must be dressed in gala attire, even to 
socks and slippers, worn by the nimble brown feet only on 
grand occasions. 

The door yard of one of the tiny white houses clinging to 
the terraced mountainside presented a lively scene on this 
cool morning. Under a grape vine that spread its delicate 
new leaves over the old trellis in one corner of the small 
yard sat cross-legged a chattering group of children sorting 
a huge pile of wild flowers. The three boys were like steps, 
ranging from eight to twelve years in age. The little girls, Rose 
and Diamond, were chubby five-year-old twins. Brown as pine 
cones, with black hair and sparkling eyes, the children in their 
gay-colored holiday finery made a picture their fond mother’s 
eyes took in with satisfaction as she came to the door of 
the house. Drawing about her a freshly laundered white 
veil that covered her dark hair and lent madonna shadows 
to the olive oval of her worn peasant face, she hurried out 
among her little noisy flock and tied the tiny knots of wild 
flowers and fruit-tree blossoms they had gathered into five 
long festoons. Just as she finished the children’s father 
came up carrying a bundle of long reeds, which were eagerly 
snatched away by the boys, and soon, with the mother’s 
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help, were wound about with the flowery festoons, and each 
finished off with a candle at the top. These long, flowering 
candlesticks, called sha’neenat (plural), were the special at- 
traction of Palm Sunday. As they were finished Im Habeeb 
went to a window-box and gathered some bits of sweet-smell- 
ing herbs to add to each sha’neenie, saying, “These are -for 
the candles that shall burn before the Virgin for my chil- 
dren. Allah preserve them!’ And then turning timidly to- 
ward her husband she added, “and a piaster is necessary 
to-day for the khoorie” (priest). “Not a copper from me!” 
was the curt reply. “I can make better use of my piasters 
than can our khoorie. Tell him to take off some of the rent 
we pay for our bit of land; tell him to pay me for the seven 
days’ labor he demanded me to put on his olive yard—then 
talk about piasters for the khoorie. Khoorie, indeed! May 
\llah destroy his religion! Between the avaricious priests 
and the thieving Turkish tax-collectors we God-forsaken peo- 
ple eat the bread of bitterness.” 

His wife sighed and beat her breast. “O Father of Ha- 
beeb!” she cried, “may the saints forgive you! Small won- 
der we are poor and in debt when you will never go to mass 
and will rebel so against our khoorie. The Virgin will be angry 
with us all on your account. Woe is me!” 

“Think as you please, O daughter of ignorance,” the man 
answered with a superior shrug; “as for me, my cousin and 
I are going down to hear the foreign doctor tell more about 
his religion,” and away he strode toward the village fountain, 
near which was pitched the stranger’s white tent. 

The children longed to run after their father, but curiosity 
to see the foreigner was counteracted by the superstitious 
fear of their khoorie with which their mother had impressed 
them, as well as with a natural desire to share in the pleas- 


ure of seeing their own candles and those of many other 
children lighted by the priest. It was mysterious and excit- 
ing also to smell the incense and listen to the meaningless 
chanting drone of the service and watch the unintelligible 
ceremonies that went on in the crude little church on a feast 
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day. So when Im Habeeb turned to descend the rocky path 
her small flock trooped after her to the village kaneesie 
(church). 

Not a word of the service could the children understand, 
nor could the women and the few old men who were present 
that morning. The meaning of the various ceremonies was 
supplied only by the conjectures of the more imaginative 
minds among the congregation. The babies, bound about 
with swaddling clothes, lay in their mothers’ arms, and, when 
it pleased them, lifted up their voices and cried as vigorously 
as they would have liked to kick, the children whispered 
hoarsely, comparing their flowering candles; the women ex- 
changed hasty bits of gossip and frequently crossed them- 
selves in order not to forget they were in church. 

The tedious service was at last over; the sha’neenat were 
all lighted, and their flowery beauty shone out through 
clouds of heavy incense as the peasants filed out of the 
gloomy, damp shadows of the kaneesie into the dazzling 
sunshine under God’s blue canopy. 

Dinner was ready when Abu Habeeb came home. The 
family seated themselves cross-legged on the floor around 
a high bushel measure turned upside down to serve as stand 
for a big wooden tray. Each tore a piece from a “loaf” of 
bread that was nothing but a round hollow crust, and, making 
a “sop,” dipped it into the “mess of pottage” in the centre of the 
tray and secured a generous mouthful, 

During the simple meal Abu Habeeb suddenly asked, 
“What are sha’neenat for, anyway?’ The children stopped 
their noisy munching and stared, but their mother, coloring 
slightly, gave the only reason she knew for any religious 
ceremony or custom—‘“To get a blessing, of course!” 

Abu Habeeb made no comment just then, but after din- 
ner, when his wife brought water to pour over his hands 
as he sat in the doorway, he remarked, “The foreign doctor 
read to us this morning out of the Holy Book the story of 
the first branches carried before our Lord Christ; and, would 
you believe it, they were not sha’neenat at all, and they had 
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no candles on them by which to buy a blessing? It is 
strange how ancient things are written in books. Those who 
can read may find out the secrets of Allah!” 

That afternoon, as the stranger, outside his white tent, 
again opened “the Holy Book,” he was surrounded by a 
motly crowd. His men visitors of the morning were rein- 
forced by an eager, jostling throng of shy but curious women 
and children, and many were the audible comments on the 
reading as it proceeded. ‘The “old, old story,” in its Oriental 
setting, seemed perfectly natural and of their day and gener- 
ation to these Oriental people, and they discussed it as West- 
erners might discuss the day’s news. It was real—that fact 
was beyond question; but why—oh, whv!—had they never 
heard this news before? Living only a hundred miles or so 
irom Jerusalem, these simple mountaineers knew as little 
about the Holy City as though it were in another world. 
Their fathers had kept Palm Sunday and Easter with certain 
ceremonies, they must continue the custom; it would be pre- 
sumption to question the custom of their fathers. They knew 
that for centuries—just how many it would be hard to guess 
—FEaster had been their greatest feast day; but to learn the 
story of the first Palm Sunday and Easter was, indeed, won- 


derful—no one but a foreigner could have found out so 
much!

So simply was the story told, and its message for them 
explained, that even the little ones listened with bated breath and 
burning hearts. 

The sun was sinking into the shining depth of the 
Great Sea when Abu and Im Habeeb and their children left 
the white tent. To them, in their mountain wilderness, it 
had been a veritable tabernacle, where for the first time in 
their lives they had caught a glimpse of the living Saviour. 
Never again would the image of the dead Christ serve only 
to show them their sinfulness and drive them in fear to the 
Virgin and the saints to seek for their intercession with an 
angry God. Into their hearts the King of Glory haa come 


in on this Palm Sunday; into their lives had entered the 
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resurrection joy, and their Jubilate Deo was, “I know that 
my Redeemer liveth.” Eed esh sha’neenie, their gala day, 
had now become a holy day. In the gray stone church dark- 
ness reigned, the last gleams from the candles of the “flower- 
ing branches” had flickered and gone out, but in the hearts 
of these simple villagers was shining “the light that lighteth 
every man coming into the world.” 


Mr. Taft Still At It 

As we announced in the May CoNvertep CaATHo _ic, President 
Taft has contradicted all the charges put against him that he 
was showing favor to the Roman Catholic Church; but the 
“Catholic Telegraph” says that a “field mass will be celebrated 
on the White Lot at the White House (Washington) on June 
9,” on which occasion Mr. Taft will be present. We quote the 
following from the “Herald and Presbyter,”’ May 22, 1912: 

The “Catholic Telegraph” announces that the cardinals are 
crowding on up to the White House. It says that “with Cardinal 
Gibbons as celebrant, the second memorial military field mass 
will be held on the White Lot at the White House June 9. Ad 
miral George Dewey Camp, United Spanish War Veterans, has 
made arrangements for the celebration of the mass on that date. 
inasmuch as it will allow the thousands of visitors who will be 
in Washington to attend the unveiling of the Columbus monu 
ment to be present. The occasion will be notable in that Presi- 
dent Taft and other leaders of both State and Church will be in 
attendance at the mass. Monsignor Bonzano, the new Papai 
Legate, will be present.” If President Taft keeps on encourag 
ing this sort of thing we presume he knows what he thinks he 
is doing it for, To a great many other people this is getting to 
be very distasteful. 

Notwithstanding Mr. Taft’s denials, he has a record that will 
make it hard for him to convince the people that he has not 
unduly favored the Roman Catholic Church, and no doubt it was 
his attitude towards that Church that caused his defeat at the 
primaries recently held. Again we quote President Lincoln: 
“You can fool some of the people all the time; all of the people 
some of the time; but you can’t fool all the people all the time.’ 
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Converts From Rome 


Last month the daily papers reported that three students ot 
the General Theological Seminary of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church withdrew from that institution and went over to the 
Roman Catholic Church. As an offset to the defection of these 
three students it developed at the commencement exercises held 
in the same seminary that six Roman Catholics had enrolled as 
aspirants for the Episcopal ministry. When the facts came out 
that these six men, baptized and confirmed as Catholics, had 
decided as a matter of conscience to become Episcopalians, sev- 
eral of the students, who had become greatly disturbed by the 
recent defections, prepared a letter for the newspapers to show 
that the seminary had a record of recruits as well as of deserters ; 
but the Dean refused permission to send it out, saying that he 
wanted nothing further written or done in the matter. On this 
account the names of the converts are withheld. It was reported 
at the commencement that other Catholics have been making 
inquiries as to the requirements for admission to the seminary, 
some of whom may be enrolled for the next school year. 

“These changes are going on in all directions,” said a Church 
authority at the commencement, “All Protestant churches in 
New York have in them families reared in the Roman Catholic 
Church.” 

The Church Extension Committee of the Presbytery of New: 
ark, N. J., has invited Rev. Peter Di Nardo to take up work 
among the Italians in Newark. Mr. Di Nardo was born in a 
village near Naples, in 1881, and received his elementary train- 
ing in his native place. After studying theology in a Roman 
Catholic seminary, he was ordained a priest, but became dis- 
satisfied after a year of free study and experience, left the priest- 
hood, and was expelled from the Church. After teaching for a 
time he was led to the Protestant faith through attendance at 
Baptist and Methodist services. 

Coming to New York in 1909, he united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church and was licensed as a local preacher in that 
communion in I9I10. 
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The issuance of a call to Rev. William Sullivan of New York 
to become pastor of All Souls’ Unitarian church, Schenectady, 
will be a matter of special business for the meeting of the First 
Unitarian society of the church, says one of the daily papers of 
Schenectady, N. Y. 

Mr, Sullivan began his religious work as a member of the 
order of Paulist Fathers of the Roman Catholic Church, He 
became a modernist and found that he could not longer remain 
in the priesthood. While a Paulist father he was a teacher in 
the Catholic university at Washington, D. C., and Austin, Texas. 
He is the author of the book entitled “‘Letters to His Holiness, 
Pope Pius X,” in which he endeavored to find a place for the 
views of a modernist under the protection of the Roman Catholi: 
Church. His withdrawal from that Church was voluntary and 
not accompanied by sensation. 


In speaking of the work which the Rev. Dr. Ferrando has 
taken up in Christ’s Mission, the “El Testigi Evangelico,” a 
monthly organ of the Evangelical Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ, Ponce, Porto Rico, says: “The board of 
trustees of Christ’s Mission, New York, througi their president 
have announced that the Rev. Manuel Ferrando has been elected 
Director of Christ’s Mission. Brother Ferrando will reside in 
New York, but will continue to direct his field of labor in Porto 
Rico, where he has worked with efficiency and success during the 
last twelve years. The honor which has come to the Rev. Manuel 
Ferrando is merited, and we wish him the greatest prosperity in 


the work which has been commended to his charge.”

HE Roman Bishop Schinner, of Superior, Wis., recently 

expressed opinions about democracy that are likely to 

deceive many good people. In an address he is reported 
as proclaiming: “I have supreme confidence in the people. . 
The people are the living waters that preserve unsoiled the well- 
orings of all that is noble and good. ... The danger most to 
be feared is not that the people should have power, but that the 
power should be wrested from the people or that the people 
should be too supine to use their power.” 

In a newspaper interview the Bishop also endorsed the initi- 
ative and referendum in these words: 

Initiative and referendum are but a return to the original 
source of our laws and our theory of government, the will of the 
people. Without initiative and referendum, a government of 
the people, for the people and by the people has too often been 
a delusion. 

Initiative and referendum simply mean that . .. the sover- 
eigns, for such the people are called and acknowledged in this 
country, shall be sovereigns in fact as well as name. 

Such utterances from any non-Romanist American would mean 
just what their plausability indicates, just what their 
speciousness was intended to signify, namely, a_ hearty 
approval of our republican form of government, our 
liberties, laws and institutions. Mr. Bryan, thrice an unsuccess- 
ful candidate for the presidency of our republic, took the high- 
priest at his word and reprinted the above excerpts in their full 
setting in his paper, “The Commoner.” On reading the utter- 
ances, the writer hereof, a subscriber of both THE CoNvEeRTED 
Caruotic and “The Commoner,” wrote the following letter: 
Hon. Wm, J. Bryan: 

Dear Sir:—Generally your method of helping along the con- 
quest of our country by the papal hierarchy is by remaining 
dumb; but you venture a public endorsement of Bishop Schin- 
ner’s dissembling. You certify that he “has firm faith in popu- 
lar government.”

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THE POLITICAL LEADERS AND THE 
CATHOLIC VOTE.

HEN President Taft elevated Justice White to the Chief 
Justiceship of the Supreme Court, Mr. Bryan urged 
Taft to make public the motives that induced him to 
select Justice White in preference to Justice Harlan, when White 
was a Democrat, younger in service and known to have views 
favorable to the trusts and the privileged class, while Justice 
Harlan was a Republican, served longer than White, and was 
known to have views opposed to the trusts and monopolistiz 
interests. Of course, Mr. Taft ignored the demand, but from 
this little episode, one questions why Mr. Bryan, when specifying 
the comparative qualifications of the two justices, failed to de- 
mand of President Taft his motive for appointing to the highest 
position in the highest court of this Republic a Roman Catholic. 
It would seem that there is some significance to be attached to 
Mr. Bryan’s failure to ask this question. It is perfectly obvious 
that Mr. Taft made this appointment and numerous others for 
the same reason that Governor Foss, of Massachusetts, within 
the short period of a few months from his inauguration, ap- 
pointed nine Roman Catholics to the judicial bench of the State, 
the reason being in both cases a fulfilment of obligations to, and 
a rewarding of the Catholic voters for their support. 
The Catholic vote, which is claimed to be two million strong, 
has become a tremendous and menacing power in presidential 
lections, and both parties are vying with each other in catering 
to the demands of the Roman Hierarchy, in order that the priest- 
controlled portion of the Catholic vote can be swung in favor 
of one party to the exclusion of the other. That this is true 
cannot be doubted when the attitude and conduct of men con- 
spicuous in both parties is examined. 
PRESIDENT TAFT FOREMOST CATHOLIC CHAMPION. 


Probably the most undignified and un-American event that 
has occurred in our executive history, and deeply humiliating to 


the American people is the spectacle of President Taft, scarceiy 
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a year after his inauguration, making a “swing around the circle,” 
at public expense, to regain the popularity that he evidently so 
feebly held, and a year later repeating the “swing around the 
circle” for the same purpose. There must be something de- 


cidedly wrong with his conduct as a President to cause such a 


sudden wane of popular feeling, and no small part of this is due 
to his servile, obsequious and un-American attitude toward the 
Catholic Hierarchy that assisted so materially in placing him 
in the executive chair, and upon whom he now relies to be re- 
tained there. 

What are the main reasons that have caused the American 
people to become suspicious of his Americanism? What are the 
counts in the indictment against him which he will soon be 


obliged to answer before the bar of public opinion? 


(1) The first count is his inoculation with the Romanish 
taint when he went to Rome as a delegate concerning the Philip- 
pines, and whereby through kis recommendation this country 
spent needless millions for the friar lands, 

(2) His strong opposition to such popular and much needed 
reforms as the Initiative, Referendum and Recall, and his failure 
to actively advocate the election of Senators by popular vote, 
thus joining with Rome in opposing the restoration of the Peo- 
ple’s Rule, which is destructive to the Hierarchy’s plan “To Make 
America Catholic,” and to dominate the political affairs of the 
nation. 

(3) His numerous appointments to public office of Catholics 
as a reward for their support in his elevation to the Presidency, 
and in hope of their future support. 

(4) His lending to Catholic affairs the dignity of his exalted 
office for the past three years by his presence at the Thanksgiving 
service at the St. Patrick’s church, Washington, D. C., after 
issuing in each instance a general proclamation to the people of 
the country urging them to attend their usual places of worship 
to give thanks to God, which proclamations he ignored himself 
by neglecting his own church and attending the Catholic functions 
where his presence was more likely to redound to his political 
advantage. 

(5) His rescinding Commissioner Valentine’s order pro- 
hibiting the wearing of a sectarian garb in the Government Indian 
Schools, which act was contrary to long established precedence, 
and was in compliance with pressure from Catholics who are and 
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long have been enjoying unlimited freedom of access to the 
President’s ear at the White House. 

(6) ‘His insult to the fair name of Massachusetts when at the 
St. Patrick’s Day celebration recently in Boston he sat down at 
table with Cardinal O’Connell seated to his right, in preference 
to the Chief Executive of that State, thereby establishing a pre- 
cedent that the so-called “Foreign Princes of the Vatican Blood” 
rank next to the President of the United States in all public 
functions. He thereby showed to the world his utter lack of 
\merican manhood by failing to protest to the improper treat- 
ment accorded to the Executive of the State he was visiting, and 
by failing to congratulate the said Executive for his refusal to 
attend and submit to such indignity. 

(7) His un-American and uncalled for attention to the affairs 
‘f the Roman Church, as instanced by his sending a special cable 
to Rome congratulating the newly created American Cardinals 
upon their elevation, and assuring them that he will be pleased 
personally to welcome them upen their return to America, when 
he takes no public notice of similar events in other religious or- 
eanizations. 

(8) His sending of Major Butt as a special messenger to 
Rome for the purpose of soliciting the Pope’s influence with the 
Catholic voters to work for the President’s re-nomination and 
election, pretending all the while that the Major had no special 
message to the Pope, but that the Major was enjoying a much- 
needed vacation. 

(9) His indiscriminate and lavish lauding in speeches of 
Catholic assemblies on every possible occasion to their high 
“respect for constituted authority and love of country,” “well 
known regard for civil and religious freedom,” “fealty to Ameri- 
can institutions,” and similar sentiments as essential principles 
upheld by the Roman Hierarchy, when he knows full well, as a 
student of history, that the Pope is superior, according to the 
principles of the Church, to all temporal authority and is so 
recognized in the oaths taken by cardinals, bishops, Jesuits and 
laymen, “The Pope is King” being their motto, 

(10) His ordering that no Masonic emblems should be 
placed on the graves or to be used in the recent burial ceremonies 
at Arlington for the American sailors who sacrificed their lives 
in the sinking of the Maine, simply because a few Catholic bones 
were mingled with those of Protestant sailors and the use of 
Masonic emblems would, in the eyes of the Church, desecrate 
the bones of the Catholic sailors. 
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(11) His refusal, as a Mason, to attend the International 
Convention of Knights Templar to be held this coming summer, 
saying that he expected at that time to be enjoying an uninter- 
rupted vacation at Beverly, Massachusetts, which refusal should 
be contrasted with his eager willingness to attend the Irish 
Catholic celebration in Boston, March 18th, where he hobnobbed 
with the Cardinal, establishing a new precedent as to the rank 
of the Church officials in this country, and casting a slur upon 
the escutcheon of the State of Massachusetts. 

Despite the foregoing indictment, which is a record of facts, and 
needs no proofs, the President has the affrontery and the foolhardi- 
ness to stand before the country seeking its approval by re- 
nomination and re-election, but it is to be hoped that the loyai 
Americans will realize that his election would mean a complete 
endorsement of the Catholic power as a factor in our national 
affairs and would give them increased control over its policies 
and the administration of the Government, and, realizing this, 
all loyal Americans must do all in their power to thwart the 
attainment of his ambitions, and through him the ambitions of 
the Catholic Church. 

MR. ROOSEVELT’S RECORD UNCLEAN. 

As the choice for the Republican nominee lies between Presi- 
dent Taft and Theodore Roosevelt, the latter’s record in con- 
nection with the Hierarchy of Rome is a matter of great moment 
to the nation. 

Cardinal Gibbons recently said that Roosevelt is the most 
popular man in the country, but that as Taft is in the harness, 
he should be re-elected. From this, it is evident that Rooseveit 
stands well in the estimation of the Catholics of this country and 
that the vote will be swung for him if he is made the nominee. 
His record while in the White House and his public utterances 
relating to Catholics manifest a disposition to curry favor with 
them, and it was largely through him that the Jesuitical power 
was enabled to gain such strength as to completely control Taft, 
his successor, 

On the occasion of Cardinal Gibbons’ jubilee, June 6, 1911, 
Mr. Roosevelt, forgetting his suddenly developed personal ani- 
mosities for Taft, stood on the same platform with him to do 
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honor to the Cardinal, believing that by coming again conspicu- 
ously before the Catholic world and saying the right thing, his 
future political welfare might be materially benefited. The most 
important passage in the Colonel’s speech, judging from the ex- 
tracts in the daily papers, was this—that sometime there would 
be a Catholic President. This utterance, possibly made thought- 
lessly under the enthusiasm of the occasion, no doubt has done 
much to increase his hold on the Catholic vote and to encourage 
their effort “To Make America Catholic.” Besides Taft, Roose- 
velt is the only living man who knows the tremendous power 
which a President holds within his grasp, and a Catholic Presi- 
dent at the present time would be a national calamity and a blow 
to the free Government which is the blood-bought legacy in- 
herited from our forefathers. A Catholic is born and nurtured 
under the principle that the pope is supreme in temporal as weil 
as spiritual affairs; that all must owe obedience to him; that 
every Catholic, to be loyal, must be a Catholic first and a citizen 
afterwards; and that the promotion of the welfare of the Churca 
is supreme to that of the state. These being undeniably and 
essentially the cardinal principles of the Hierarchy, a Catholic 
President could not be loyal to the oath exacted by our Con- 
stitution and loyal to the traditions of our country, and at the 
same time serve Rome, It is only when the jesuits are expelled 
from this country and the ambitious political power of the 
Hierarchy of Rome completely broken that we can safely have a 
Catholic President, and therefore, for Roosevelt to give un- 
qualified endorsement to a hope, such as Cardinal Gibbons ex- 
pressed in a recent issue of the “Outlook,”—that they may some- 
time have a Catholic President,—is absurdly rash and apparently 
uttered for personal motives. 

Mr. Roosevelt is non-committal as to his attitude toward the 
Catholic Church in politics. It may be because he wants their 
vote, and hence dare not come out in the open and declare him- 
self. Or it may be that he does not believe they are active or 


perniciously active in politics. That they are active in polities 
is in direct compliance with the special commands of the Pope 
“To Make America Catholic.” Leo XIII, in 1886, uttered the 
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following command in words which every patriot should take to 
heart and weigh carefully their meaning: 

We exhort all Catholics to devote attention to public affairs, 
and take part in all municipal affairs and elections and all public 
services, meetings and gatherings. All Catholics must make 
themselves felt as active elements in daily political life in 
countries where they live. All Catholics should exert their power 
to cause the constitutions of states to be modeled on principles 
of the true Church. 

That they are openly and perniciously in politics in compliance 
with the Pope’s demand, one need only remember Cardinal 
Gibbons’ jubilee-political sermon of last fall. As the Pope’s 
leading representative in America, with the solemn power of 
his ecclesiastical office behind and the eyes of the whole Catholic 
world upon him, he denounced as undemocratic and un-American 
the Initiative, Referendum and Recall of Judges and the popular 
election of Senators, this denunciation being immediately echoed 
by Archbishops Farley and Ireland and re-echoed by their under- 
lings throughout the country. Again, as proof of their political 
activities and ambitions, refer to the words of. Archbishop Ire- 
land. “The Church never can come to its own until there are 
more Catholics in Congress,” and to the words of Archbishop 
Farley: ‘‘Where the liberties of the people are committed to a 
Catholic their liberties are safer than when committed to any 
other individual,” delivered in an address at the unveiling of the 
tablet of Thomas Dongan, Governor of New York from 1663 
to 1688. 

Refer also to the political boycott and the avowed intention to 
politically destroy a faithful member of Congress, Representative 
Stephens, of Texas, Chairman of the Committee of Indian 
\ffairs, simply because he interrupted the plans of the Hierarchy 
in violating the laws of the land in connection with the Indian 
mission schools. Refer further to the acts of the Catholic rulers 
in such cities as Boston, New York, Chicago, Pittsburg, etc. If 
they are not in politics, why are three-fourths on the payroll of 
Chicago, Catholics; why so many Catholic teachers in our large 
cities ; why so many heads of municipal departments and, in some 
cases, whole departments Catholic; and why the recent reduction 
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of sixteen Protestants to one Catholic in one municipal depart- 
ment in Pittsburg; why all this if the Catholics are not seeking, 
and surely getting, and firmly retaining political power? 

Now, Mr. Roosevelt must know all these things and yet he 
has not the bravery to come out in the open, although in a let- 
ter addressed to him by “The Menace,” of Aurora, Mo., he ‘has 
been urged to do so and to define frankly his position regarding 
the pernicious activities of the Jesuits and the Hierarchy against 
our American institutions. Silence is his only answer, for he 
cannot afford to offend the Catholics, and the “Outlook,” his 
official organ, says the Catholic Church is not a menace, but a 
blessing. Will Mr. Roosevelt either affirm or deny this? If he 
has a clean record, why does he not call upon Taft to explain 
his Catholic record, for Roosevelt is now using his ingenuity in 
every way to show Mr. Taft up to the people in as unbecoming 
light as possible. But Roosevelt cannot do this, because he 
knows that his hands too are soiled with the same pitch. 

In his present public utterances he is emphatic in his state- 
ments that the great issue before the country is the People’s 
Rule against the rule of the political bosses. What has he to 
say about the type of People’s Rule where two million votes can 
be swung to the support of one party or the other, according +o 
the dictates of a political boss on the Tiber? What is Mr. Roose- 
velt doing to break the power of this political boss—Pope? 
Nothing, absolutely nothing. But on the contrary, he is help- 
ing the Pope and his vassals by concealing the real issue before 
the country. The people, however, have arrived at a true estima- 
tion of his principles and character and the indications are that 
he, like Taft, will never again be seated in the White House. 

The time has now come when the great issue is Americanism 
versus the Roman Catholic political power in the United States, 
and if Mr. Roosevelt is sincere in his declaration for the People’s 
Rule, he should boldly espouse the principles of Americanism 
which means the driving out of the Jesuits from our land; the 
protection of our common schools as the bulwark of Americaa 
liberties; and the complete separation of Church and state, in 
its application to Catholic, Mormon, Jewish, Protestant, and 
all other religions. (To be continued.) 
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Various Notes 

The Rev. Father Tobias Farrenkopf, who in the Supreme 
Court refused to swear on a King James version of the Bible, 
lost his suit to break the will of his mother, Mrs. Julia Farren- 
kopf.—N. Y. “World,” May 22, 1912. 

A tribute to the women of Seattle, Wash., who, with their 
Recall, “set Seattle forward a generation by dethroning indecency 
and exalting righteousness to power,” was paid in the report of 
the committee on reform presented to the United Presbyterian 
General Assembly. 

Under the heading “Romanism,” the report says: 

That ancient foe of human liberty, the papacy, as it gains in 
numbers in the nation, is becoming bolder and more menacing 
by means of its alliance with corrupt politics and scheming 
politicians. With a secret military organization numbering hun- 
dreds of thousands, its priestly dictation over two million voters, 
its Jesuitical influence over the nation’s President, it demands 
of American Protestantism a sleepless vigilance and the most ear- 
nest, prayerful and persistent effort to give its blinded millions 
the true Gospel of Christ—N. Y. “Tribune,” May 25, 1912. 

By a vote of 50 to 45 the Portuguese Chamber of Deputies 
has abolished the legation which up to the present time that 
nation has maintained at the Vatican. This is the completion 
of the separation of Church and State decreed by the republican 
Government in ‘April of last year. The carrying ont of the 
separation law has not been wholly peaceably accomplished, but 
has in some districts led to severe fighting and in many other 
districts to serious disturbances. 

Post officials at Macon, Ga., have examined matter said to 
have been sent through the mails by Thomas E. Watson, editor 
of “Watson’s Magazine,” and the result of the investigation is 
now in the hands of Federal Attorney Akerman. He will de- 
termine whether formal charges will be preferred.

It was printed in 
Latin. The result of the post office investigation will be an- 
nounced in THE CONVERTED CaATHOLICc., though we do not antici- 
pate any other outcome than acquittal for Mr. Watson. 
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LETTER TO CARDINAL GIBBONS 
IV. 


New York, June, 1912. 


Sir:—About twenty-two years ago, in the Capuchin Convent 
of Pamplona, a little incident occurred, of which I was a witness, 
which shows the difference of opinion among the great men of the 
Church about inviting the people of the Church to read her his- 
tory. We were in the garden of the monastery—the actual 
Cardinal Vives, Father Vincent, of Tafalla, one of the most 
celebrated apostolic missionaries of his time, and I. As we 
were walking together we met a group of students. Father 
Vincent, a very kind old man, spoke pleasantly to them and in- 
quired about their studies, asking them, “Boys, what are you 
studying now?” They replied, “Church history.” He said, “Oh, 
why do you waste your time with that? If the history is im- 
partial it is scandalous. If it is not impartial it is a string of 
lies. You had better spend your time in prayer and meditation.” 
You invite us to study your history “in the pages of truth.” 
lather Vincent says the history is either “scandalous,” if written 
“in the pages of truth,” or else, as it is actually presented, “is 
a string of lies.” As I have remarked, great men differ in 
opinion. The question with which my mind is struggling is, 
which of you two great men shall I follow? 

Can you explain to me some of the historical discrepancies 
which are taught in your “pages of truth?” For instance, in 
your work, entitled “Church and Saints, or the History of the 
Church in the Saintly Lives of Its Children,” by the Rev. Charles 
Warren Currier, with an introduction by yourself, and an intro- 
ductory letter of approval and congratulation by the apostolic 
delegate, Archbishop Martinelli, on page 654, of May 16th, you 
give the life of St. John Nepomuc, martyr, A. D. 1383. The 
Breviary of 1848 gives the life of the same saint on May 16th. 
The Breviary of 1889 gives it on May 22d. The story runs, 


that the Emperor Wenceslaus, who succeeded Emperor Charles 
[V, chose him to preach before his court. The monarch was so 
well pleased that he offered him a bishopric, which he declined, 
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as well as all other ecclesiastical honors, excepting only that 
of almoner to the court and confessor to the Empress. The 
Emperor was extremely jealous of his wife, and he begged John 
to reveal to him the secrets of her confession, which John re- 
fused to do, for which he put him in a dungeon, and afterward 
threw him into the River Moldaw. Even if that story is true 
and is given to encourage people to trust their confessors, yet 
no other confessors have died for the same cause. Why have 
you omitted from this story all the supernatural gifts claimed for 
this saint? You must have some reason for this omission. 
You do not even name the pope who canonized him. Are you 
afraid to mention Benedict XIII? If so, why? Are you afraid to 
tell your people that he did not believe he was a pope? But 
I shall not dwell upon the Pope now, as my subject has to do 
more particularly with St. John. The Breviary, which you can- 
not deny is the source of truth, without being excommunicated, 
states that he was born of aged parents (tate provéctis). And, 
as foretelling his future sanctity, a flame of fire appeared above 
the house when he was born, flooding the whole place with super- 
natural light. The young child had a mortal sickness, and the 
Virgin Mary appeared to his mother, and assured her that he 
would be restored to perfect health for the glory of the Church. 

When he was secretly thrown into the river by order 
of the Emperor sheafs of light were seen floating upon the 
water. Seeing these lights, the canons of* the Metropolitan 
Church, fearless of the Emperor, on the following day dug the 
body from the sands and gave it honorable burial in their church. 
In spite of this wonder he was not canonized until 300 years 
later, when the Church was at a political crisis. Then they 
opened his tomb and found that his body was completely turned 
to dust, except his tongue, which had been perfectly and mi- 
raculously preserved. Pope Benedict XIII, after six years, sent 
his delegates to ascertain the truth of this miracle, and to their 
amazement the tongue, which was dark and dried, became, in 
their presence, red and flexible as it was in life. In view of 
this the Pope canonized him, which act brought the rebellious 
Bohemian people to obedience to the Holy See. This miracle 
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is the only ground upon which St. John was canonized. Now, 
if you omit this incident of his history from your “Lives of the 
’ it must be because you do not believe it occurred. And 
if you do not believe it, you rob him of his sainthood, and your 
author should not publish him as a saint. 


Saints,’ 


On page 659 of your history you have the story of St. Vincent 
Ferrer, A.D. 1419. Here again you omit all the supernatural 
miracles of the saint, and yet you call him the Thaumaturgus 
of his age. The miracles accredited to him are numbered in the 
thousands upon thousands, and the narrative of them fills hun- 
dreds of books. And the custom still exists in Valencia, his na- 
tive city, that upon his feast, every year, they celebrate the 
octave, with great show and splendor. And along the streets 
and at the corners they erect many stages, gaily decorated, upon 
each of which men and women enact the many wonderful mir- 
acles of the saint, as our actors to-day enact their plays. They 
call this ““The Miracles of St. Vincent.” And without these street 
plays there would be no feast. 

Among the miracles accredited to this saint, the story is re- 
lated, that when riding along the road, when he was a monk, 
his donkey became unshod. He went to a shoer, who gave the 
feet of the beast the care they required. When he had finished 
the saint said to him, “My friend, you know I am only a poor 
monk and have no money and cannot pay you.” Whereupon the 
smithy became very angry and abused him roundly. The monk 
then turned to the donkey and said to him, “It is too bad that 
we should cause this man to blaspheme. Therefore take off your 
shoes that he may have them again.” Whereupon the donkey 
obediently lifted his feet and shook off his shoes. 

Another story relates that he performed so many miracles that 
they brought crowds of people to the monastery, which greatly 
annoyed his Superior. The Superior, therefore, forbade him, 
under his vow of obedience, performing any more miracles; and 
he promised obedience. One day, however, he was passing a 
tall building in process of erection, when a laborer suddenly fell 
from a high story. ‘As the laborer was falling he cried out, 
“Father Vincent, save me!” The saint at once commanded, 
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“Stop where you are.” And the man remained suspended in 
mid-air. Then the saint explained to him, “I am commanded 
to perform no more miracles, and before I can help you I must 
return to the Superior and obtain permission.” He did so, and 
his Superior gave him permission to do as he might choose. He 
then returned to the man and asked him, “Which way do you 
want to go—up or down?” The man replied, “I have been away 
from my work so long, I am afraid the master will take an 
hour’s wages from me; so I would rather go up.” “Then go 
up,” said the saint. And the man went up to his work. 

These are only samples of his thousands of miracles, written 
in your approved history. But, lest you may say these stories 
are the work of imagination let me give an incident from your 
Breviary approved by your Church and which you are bound to 
believe. 


In the sixth lesson of the second nocturn of Matins we read, 
“Nam frequentissime super egros, manus imposuit, et sanitatem 
adépti sunt; spiritus inmtindos e corporibus éxpulit: surdis audi- 
tum, mutis loquélam, cecis visum restituit, leprdsos mundavit, 
mortuos suscitavit.” “Frequently his hands were placed upon 
the sick and they were healed; he cast out evil spirits from the 
body; the deaf received their hearing; the mutes were made to 
speak; the blind received their sight; the lepers were cleansed, 
and the dead were raised.”- In fact, he is made as great as Jesus 
Christ, and you are bound under pain of mortal sin to recite 
that lesson every year. 

Now, my dear Cardinal, you say in your history, “When, in 
1394, de Luna himself had become Pope at Avignon, he sum- 
moned Vincent and made him master of the sacred palace. In 
this capacity St. Vincent made unsuccessful efforts to put an 
end to the schism. He refused all ecclesiastical dignities, even 
the Cardinal’s hat, and only craved to be appointed apostolic 
missionary.” Now, can you explain to me how a saint who had 
such great wisdom and power as to be able to raise the dead 
could become master of the palace of a pope whom your Church 
has declared to be an anti-pope? Why do you say that in “this 
capacity of master of the sacred palace St. Vincent made unsuc- 
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cessful efforts to put an end to the schism?” It was not in 
this capacity, but in the capacity of legate to the princes and 
people who gave obedience to the other rival papal court. I have 
no idea that this office of apostolic missionary existed at that 
time. But if he was apostolic missionary of Peter de Luna— 
Benedict XIII, who was made Pope by the French and Spanish 
cardinals, then you must confess that Benedict was an apos- 
tolic Pope. And by the same confession you must admit that Pope 
Boniface, who was elected by the Italian cardinals, and whom 
your Church acknowledges to be the real pope at that time, was 
not an apostolic pope, for there cannot be two apostolic popes 
at the same time. Now, my dear Cardinal, do you not realize 
that you and Archbishop Martinelli, by the mere fact of giving 
your published approval and commendation of a book, the teach- 
ings of which are contrary to and a denial of the doctrines of the 
Church are excommunicated? So after all one is not on very 
safe ground in reading the history you commend.

Romanism Everywhere the Same 


The “Catholic Tribune” confirms the report that the Rev. 
John L. Belford, of Brooklyn, N. Y., declared in his parish 
paper, the “Mentor,” concerning the Socialist agitator, as 
quoted in the “Christian Socialist,’ May 16, 1912: “He is 
more dangerous than cholera or smallpox—yes, he is the 
mad dog of society and should be silenced, if need be, by 
the bullet.” Then the “Tribune” adds folly to folly and 
pours oil on the flames of bigotry and hate by trying partly 


to explain away the insane utterance of Father Belford and 
partly to justify it. 


One might think that the fate of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Italy, France and Spain would prove a warning 
against ecclesiastical bulldozing of the common people and 
defense of mammon against man; but it is evident that 
many Roman priests and bishops of America, relying upon 
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the tolerant idea prevalent here that “the Roman Church in 
America is different from what it is in Europe,” are deter- 
mined to use the voting power of the Church to cripple our 
public schools, keep working people down in poverty and 
slavery, and control American politics in the interest of the 
Roman hierarchy. To a vast and alarming extent the Roman 
Church is already accomplishing these baleful results, and 
it is time for wide-awake Americans to sound the alarm and 
make a stand against the domination of American politics 


by Roman priests who hold supreme allegiance to a foreign 
potentate. 


On the other hand, those saner priests and laymen of the 
Roman Catholic Church, who believe in a true American 
Catholicism with new world ideals of liberty, equality and 
fraternity for the common people, should use their influence 
mightily to prevent their beloved Church from making the 
ruinous mistake of arrogant intolerance toward popular edu- 
cation and freedom in America that it has made in Italy, 
France and Spain. For, if the American people become 
really convinced that the Roman Church is plotting the over- 
throw of American education and freedom they will be more 
relentless against the hierarchy than were the people of 
France or Spain. 

Too much incendiary talk against the movement to save the 
common people from slavery and want and too much meddling 
in American politics will doom the Roman Church in this 
country to the vengeance of an outraged people in the day 
of their power, which is rapidly approaching. The bigotry 
blinded priests are leading a blindfolded laity directly toward 
the ditch of failure, ruin and shame. And upon the loyal 
priests and laymen of the Roman Church, who do see, falls 
the tremendous responsibility of arousing the Church to a 
sense of its mistake and peril. The people will be victorious 
whatever befalls the Church. But we pray that our country 
may be saved from a religious war such as depopulated 
France and Germany a few centuries ago. 
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WILL ENGLAND BECOME ROMANIST?

HE Church of Rome cherishes the hope of the conver- 
sion of England, for which prayers are offered in its 
churches, and to encourage the idea that the prayer 

is being answered it parades before the world almost every 
convert it gains; nay, it publishes from time to time grossly 
exaggerated statements of the number of such conversions. 

Unfortunately we find pessimistically disposed Protestants, 
of whom there are too many, who take Rome’s hopes and 
statements as gospel truth, and look into the future with 
fear, and see again in imagination the pope sitting enthroned 
over a conquered British empire, having “bent the will of the 
imperial race.” It is well, therefore, to ask is there any real 
evidence of a Romeward trend in England? Is there any 
real ground for believing that Protestantism is yielding to 
Romanism its sway over the English people? 

Let us first ask the opinion of some prominent English 
Roman Catholics. Cardinal Manning, in his “Eternal Priest- 
hood” (1891, p. 135), says, “We are but a handful . . . the 
wealthy have departed from us, and the immense riches of 
England are in the hands of those who know us not.” And 
his successor, Cardinal Vaughan, was of the same opinion, 
for in 1897 he gives no brighter picture. At the annual 
meeting of the Catholic Benevolent Society he said, “We are 
but a small and insignificant body compared with the great 
population in the midst of which we live.” (“Catholic News,” 
December 3, 1897). We are now fifteen to twenty years 
farther away from the high-water mark of the Catholic re- 
vival that created the hope of winning the people of England 
for Rome, and the tide has ebbed still further since then. Of 
this ebb Roman Catholics themselves are quite aware. They 
know that instead of winning England they are themselves 
being affected by the Protestant atmosphere they are breath- 
ing. For instance, Monsignor J. S. Vaughan, preaching at 
St. Mary’s, Chelsea, on Sunday, February 13, 1898, said: 
“We Catholics form but a small minority in the country— 
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scarcely one in twenty, and as a consequence we are little 
by little, and generally quite unconsciously influenced by 
our surroundings. We grow lax and indifferent, or what 
our Protestant friends would call ‘broadminded’ and ‘liberal,’ 
and cease, perhaps, to entertain that healthy and hearty 
detestation of heresy which characterizes the saints.” (“Uni- 
verse,” February 19, 1898.) 

That the influence of their surroundings has led to some- 
thing more than “broadmindedness” and “liberalism” among 
English Roman Catholics is seen when available statistics 
are examined. Father F. Powell, in a paper read at a Roman 
Catholic conference in Argain, reported in the “Tablet” for 
August 8, 1891, said: “The melancholy truth was that in 
many parts of England their numbers were on the decrease. 
There were many causes, such as emigration and the decline 
of immigration from Ireland; but the two main causes were 
the aversion of the young men to marriage and apostasy.” 
Apostasy, which he thought was reducing the number of 
Roman Catholics in England, meant, of course, conversion 
to Protestantism. 

The Jesuit organ, “The Month,” July, 1885, contained a 
remarkable article by Mr. E. Lucas on the state of Romanism 
in England. He goes more into details than the foregoing 
quotation. His calculations were:

A loss of a million in fourteen years is a fact of very serious 
import. In spite of the great increase in the population since 
1885, and the large immigration of Roman Catholics from 
Ireland and the Continent, there are probably no more Roman 
Catholics in the country now than then, which means a continued 
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leakage equal to the number of immigrants plus the natural 
increase by births among the Roman Catholics. It is ac- 
knowledged by Roman Catholics that there are only about 
200,000 English Roman Catholics, and that figure is probably 
too large. The remainder are Irish and foreign immigrants 
and their children. 


Mr. Joseph McCabe, in his able book, “The Decay of the 
Church of Rome,” published in 1909, as the result of careful 
calculation, arrives at an estimate of 1,200,000 as the Roman 
Catholic of England. “There are certainly,” he says, “not 
more than 120,000 Catholics among London’s 6,250,000. In 
the metropolis, therefore, where the proselytic activity has 
been greatest, the Catholics number less than one in fifty 
of the population. I know parts of England where they do 
not number one in a thousand (Buckingham, for instance).” 
His summary of his inquiry is as follows: “Here, then, we 
have five completely independent lines of research that bring 
us to an identical conclusion. In no reasonable sense what- 
ever can more than 1,200,000 of the people of England and 
Wales be claimed as Roman Catholics. They number less 
than a twenty-fifth of the population. But there are 3,200,000 
haptized Catholics, or children of such, in ‘the country, at 
the very least, and we have thus to credit the English Roman 
Church with a loss of 2,000,000 followers. It has gained 
among the wealthy, the titled, and those who needed no moral 
regeneration, to a considerable extent. It has lost the very 
poor, who are absolutely dependent on a priest to an appal- 
ling extent. And to-day the number of deliberate seceders 
among the Catholic middle-class and alert workers increases 
enormously. They are found in thousands in all parts of 
the country. Even the clergy, in spite of the great struggle 
that follows secession, and the almost invariable calumny 
and bitterness that punish it, abandon the Church in a re- 
markable proportion. Of the priests of the Franciscan Order, 
to which I once belonged, about twelve per cent. seceded 
during my acquaintance with them. At one time or other 
the names of about fifty ex-priests (in England) of recent 
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years have come under my notice, but the ex-priest is quick 
to disappear in the crowd, and my list is almost a chance 
collection of names.” (Pp. 146, 147.) 

It has to be remembered that about half the population of 
England belongs to the various non-conformist churches. 
There are no definite statistics; but such is the estimate of 
competent investigators. No one ventures to suggest that 
there is any serious prospect of the conversion of that half 
of England to Romanism. There is less now than ever there 
was. 

In the Church of England the evangelical section, repre- 
sented by those who support the Church Missionary Society, 
is strongly Protestant, and gives little encouragement to 
those who look for the return of England to Rome. The 
one factor in the Church of England that encourages any 
such hope is the High Church Party. During the height of 
the Oxford movement in the forties and fifties of last century 
that movement sent a large number of men of great influence 
and ability to Rome, and continues even yet to furnish con- 
verts. Within the last forty years about 130 ritualistic clergy 
have gone over to Rome. But the movement has been almost 
exclusively among the clergy. There has been practically 
no going over among the laity. The heart of the English 
laity of all classes and creeds is as soundly Protestant as 
ever it was. It is less intolerant than of old, and Roman 
Catholics are now perfectly at liberty to erect churches, 
universities and schools, and have taken advantage of this 
liberty to perfect their organization and acquire a visibility 
they had not in the past. But conversions in any large num- 
bers they have not obtained, and conversions to Protestan- 
tism have been numerous. There are a considerable number 
of Protestant ministers in England who were formerly Roman 
Catholics. These are not paraded and do not attract public 
attention. Conversions to Rome are proclaimed from the 
housetops. 

The last few years have seen another development that 
should not be ignored. The old Catholic Church has ob- 
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tained a footing in England. Under the leadership of Dr. 
Mathew, who has been consecrated old Catholic Bishop for 
England, a number of old Catholic congregations have been 
established in different parts of England with priests who 
were formerly Romanists. The position of the Old Catholic 
Church may not fully satisfy evangelical Protestants. But it 
must be remembered that their faces are turned away from 
Rome and not toward it, and that they are becoming more 
evangelical and democratic as time passes. 


Roman Catholicism in the United States 

It would be in the interest of clearness and good feeling 
if, in the discussion of Romanism, it were borne in mind that 
in the United States Roman Catholicism has the standing of 
a religious denomination with rights and responsibilities the 
same in character and extent as those of every other religious 
denomination. Yet the United States may well be warned 
by the history of other nations and set itself against the 
spread of Vaticanism which proposes union of Church and 
State and the supremacy of the Church. It is, however, 
worth considering whether priests and people of Roman 
Catholic affiliation are likely to be won by a policy of violent 
opposition and social distrust. 


Roman Catholic Countries 

Addressing recently a meeting at Boston, Mass., the Rev. 
Bishop Burt, who has had charge of the American Methodist 
Episcopal Church Missions on the Continent of Europe, said: 
“Roman Catholicism has eaten the heart out of Europe, and 
is repudiated there by all who love humanity. The wonder 
is that Americans do not see how utterly the Papacy has 
left the soil parched and barren in every country it has 
touched. There is not a prosperous Roman Catholic country 
in all the world, and never has been, and never can be.” He 
warned his hearers that they should resist to the uttermost 
the efforts of the Roman Catholic Church to secure control 
of the politics in the United States.
